“The incident giving rise to 
the justified resignation of 
Brother Durkin—the failure of 
the President to keep his agree- 
ment with his Secretary of La- 
bor and to recommend to Con- 
gress the agreed-upon Adminis- 
tration amendments to the 
Taft-Hartley Act—raises a grave 
question over the future atti- 
tude of the present Administra- 
tion toward labor legislation. 

“Although the Administration 
amendments in question were 
far short of our program, they 
represented a forward step and 
the failure to propose them was 
clearly responsive to anti-labor 
pressures.” 


Delegates Cheer Durkin. 


All 700 delegates rose and 
cheered in expressing their 
pride in Durkin’s record during 
his brief term of service and in 
his “refusal to associate himself 
with a breach of agreement.” 

Whoever is selected as his suc- 
cessor, the resolution said, “must 
continue Durkin’s fight to re- 
build the functions of the De- 
partment and to obtain from 
Congress adequate appropria- 
tions.” 

The AFL News-Reporter, offi- 
cial Tederation newspaper, today 
headlined its front page: “AFL 
convention rejects Ike-Nixon 
alibi on T-H” and, in its story 
of the convention, said President 
Eisenhower and Vice President 
Richard M. Nixon “were charged 
with a lie.” 


Nixon addressed the conven- 
tion Wednesday and said there 
had been a “misunderstanding” 
between the President and Dur- 
kin on the 19 suggested changes 
in the Taft-Hartley law.

It was not clear whether the 
neutral commission agreed to an 
Allied demand that the delay be 
deducted from the 90-day inter- 
view period, which the U.N.

A commission spokesman’s 
statement that “it is understood” 
the 90 days will begin on the 
actual starting date of inter- 
views would indicate the Allied 
position may have been rejected.

‘Arrangements’ Incomplete.

Was necessary because “‘arrange- 
ments and facilities” for the in- 
terviews had not been com- 
pleted. 

The commission has been re- 
ported trying to reconcile wide- 
ly different recommendations 
submitted by the Allies and Reds 
on rules to govern the operation. 

There are these main points of 
conflict between the Allied and 
Communist views: 

1. The Communists insist on 
interviews with individual pris- 
oners; the Allies demand groups 
of 25. 

2. The U.N. Command wants 
the prisoner to have the right to 
refuse to listen to the explana- 
tions; the Communists demand 
thet all prisoners listen. 

' The Allies object to individual 
interviews on the belief that a 
prisoner appearing before Red 
explainers might be intimidated 
by threat of reprisal and other 
means. The U.N. holds that 
chances for coercion would be at 
a minimum in a crowd. More- 
over, the U.N. view is based on 
the belief that the groups of 25 
who have been together while in 
captivity are under the orders of 
their leaders and would resist 
repatriation to Communism. 

Grounds for Refusal. 

The U.N. Command says a 
prisoner should be allowed to 
refuse to go to the explanations 
on the ground that he already 
has made his choice and that 
any reversal must be done by

The United States Information 
Agency, in lifting the secrecy 
wraps around the $5,000,000 
project, reported yesterday the 
transmitter is broadcasting in 11 
languages for 7 hours 15 min- 
utes daily.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 25 (UP) 
—The Army said today it hopes 
to avoid costly uniform altera-

The decision 1s part of a new 
Army program for getting the 
most out of its available man- 
power by reducing the time 
spent by new trainees in travel 
and processing. 

Under the new program, ef- 
fective Oct. 1, trainees will be 
sent to the reception center 
nearest their homes within two 


days after they are sworn into 
service. Processing will take 
about three days more. 

At the reception center, the 
trainee will receive only mini- 
‘mum necessary clothing. The 
‘rest will be issued about five 
weeks later after basic training

“Army silhouette.” 
| Basic training leaves some 
'trainees slimmer, some heavier 
|and nearly all straighter. Present 
practice is to alter the trainee’s 
clothing after he changes shape.

UNITED -NATIONS, N.Y., 
Sept. 25—France today ad- 


vanced two suggestions in the 
United Nations General Assem- 
bly for reaching solutions with 
Russia on world problems in 
Europe and Asia. 

Deputy Foreign Minister 
Maurice Schumann, speaking in 
the general debate on the cause 
and cure of international con- 


flicts, assured the Soviet Union 
that the European Defense Com- 
munity is designed in part to 
prevent any revival of German 
militarism and offered to join 
with other nations in “supple- 
mentary guarantees” of the 
West's peaceful intent. 
Talks on Indochina. 

He also announced France’s 
willingness to negotiate with the 
Communists on bringing the 
war in Indochina nend. He 
suggested that the Indochina 
problem could be taken up at 
the Korean peace conference or 

later on a diplomatic level, 

Obviously referring to Com- 
munist China and Russia, Schu- 
mann said he had heard “unof- 
ficial declarations” from the 
“two powers which inspire and 
arm the Vietminh rebels” that 
they were disposed to negotiate 
an end to the war. 

“It remains for them to prove 
that these ambiguous hints are 
not mere propaganda,” he said. 

Success in such negotiations, 
Schumann said, “would make it 
possible to look forward to the 
return of more normal condi- 
tions of international relations 
in Asia.” 

Lists Guarantees. 

Schumann listed among “‘guar- 
antees"” Franca would be willing 
to underwrite one against any 
German attempt to restore by 
force its pre-World War II fron- 
tiers. 

Addressing his comments di- 
rectly to Soviet Delegate Andrej 
Y.. Vishinsky, Schumann asked: 
“What have you to fear from the 
policy of European organization 
originated by France?” 

The French spokesman as- 
serted that his country had ac- 
cepted sacrifices in the forma- 
tion of EDC “to avoid the possi- 
bility that any of the members 
of this community should be 
able to exercise its own power 
at the service of its own ambi- 
tions, if not to make sure that 
no country should be able to 
turn its industrial resources and 
manpower toward préparations 
for a war of conquest or recon- 
quest against anyone. Yes. Mr. 
Vishinsky, against anyone.” 

Factor for Stabilization. 

“The setting up of a European 
community, in itself strictly de- 
fensive, constitutes, in addition, 
a factor for stabilization and, 
consequently, for an internation- 
al solution,” Schumann added. 

“The day will come, Mr. Vish- 
insky, of that I am sure, when 
the Soviet Union will realize 
that by refusing to accept this 
double evidence, she is going 
against her own deepest inter- 
ests. ‘ 

“That day,.I assure you, you 
will find us ready to see with 
you the means for completing 
the European organization — 
which in itself constitutes an as- 
surance against the resurrection 
of an aggressive militarism—by

Among some weapon experts 
and scientists there is a belief 
‘that the United States started 
out on the long road around 
when it decided to push forward 
with atomic fission studies in- 
stead of going ahead with the 
fusion process research in the 
early days of Worid War II. 

One expert recalls that “a 
technical concept of thermo- 
nuclear (hydrogen) explosion 
was discussed” in the early days 
of the Manhattan District, the 
government agency which de- 
signed and made the first atomic 
bombs. He comments that “if 
you had put the same effort in- 
to thermonuclear development 
instead of fission at the start 
you might be much further 
ahead now.” 

AEC Voted Against Step.

McCarthy Says He Will 
Investigate Atrocities 
and Men Reds Fail to 


Account For. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 25 (UP)— 
Senator Joseph R. McCarthy said 
today that Senator Charles E. 
Potter (Rep.), Michigan, will go 


to Korea to: investigate war 
atrocities and the disappearance 
of 3000 American prisoners un- 
accounted for by the Commu- 
nists. 

McCarthy spoke on the steps 
of the sub-treasury building 
where he received the “Bill of 
Rights” medal from the Wall 
Street post of the American 
Legion. 

He told reporters that he had 
talked- over the Korean situa- 
tion with Senator Potter and 
had agreed to let him handle 
the trip and investigation as he 
sees fit. Potter is a member of 
the Senate permanent investi- 
gating subcommittee headed by 
McCarthy. 

Potter was wounded three 
times in World War II. The 
last time he lost his legs in the 
battle for Colmar, France. 

“We can’t beat Communism at 
a conference table,” McCarthy 
said. “We are at war today.” 

McCarthy said the war to 
which he referred was “declared 
more than 100 years ago — in 
1948—by Karl Marx.” This war, 
he said, was a continuing one, 
punctuated by truces and 
“shooting wars.” 

“The war will not end,” he 
continued, “except either in 
death or victory for this civili- 
zation,” 

The “Bill of Rights” gold 
medal is awarded each year to 
a citizen or group of citizens 
“whose outstanding American- 
ism provided exceptional pro- 
tection and defense of our way 
of life,” the Wall Street Legion 
Post said. 

In Detroit, Senator Totter 
said he plans to go to Korea 
around the first of next year. 

“We can’t afford to go off 
half-cocked on an investigation 
of this type,” Potter said. 
“There is a lot of preliminary 
work to be done. 

“It will be difficult at best, 
but I’m hoping for the same 
kind of co-operation we got in 
the Katyn forest massacre hear- 
ings.”

At the Crossroads 


Over the past several weeks, the Post-Dispatch 
has been printing statements by civic leaders on 
the plaza bond issue proposal which goes before 
the voters next Tuesday. Here are extracts from 
a few of these statements on what it will mean 
to clear the slums between the plazas: 


Mayor Raymond R. Tucker: The bond is- 
. sue is small but important. Three or four 
more urban redevelopment projects are 
planned and whether they will be carried 
out depends to a considerable extent on the 
success of the initiale project in the plaza 
area. We are at the crossroads where we 
must choose progress or decay. 


Russell L. Dearmont: This bond issue 
means that St. Louis will either go forward 
or backward. It can’t stand still. If it is ap- 
proved, the city can rid itself of an eyesore 
and get in return a wonderful park and 
seven beautiful buildings which will bring 
3000 persons to the area to live. 


Edwin M. Clark: There is a mortality rate 
in business. In every city there are firms 
that are dying and, if the community is 
progressing, new firms are coming in. We 
must bring new business into St. Louis. If 
the plaza bond issue succeeds, it will spur 
business and encourage other such projects. 


William H. Bryan: St. Louis does not show 
itself to advantage when you get off the 
train at Union Station. Tearing down the 
dilapidated, unsightly buildings between the 
railroad station and the downtown business 
district and replacing them with a park, 
trees and new buildings would make the 
biggest difference in the world. The plaza 
redevelopment will make it much better to 
bring convention visitors to St. Louis. 


Senator Michael Kinney: The bond issue 
is a great step forward for our city. It will 
provide attractive, modern housing for 1350 
families, beautify our city and provide work 
for St. Louis craftsmen—all without an in- 
crease in taxes. The people will never get a 
better bargain. 


’ Virgil McKnight, superintendent, Homer 
G. Phillips Hospital: Replacement of the 
substandard dwellings in the plaza area 
with modern apartments and a park would 
be highly desirable from the point of view 
of public health. The bond issue is an in- 
vestment in the future of St. Louis. 


James S. Bush: The bond issue i; one in- 
vestment in which everybody will benefit. 


The Very Rev. Paul C. Reinert S.J.: I do 
not believe that dollars are the prime con- 

, sideration. The decision is much bigger, 
broader, and deeper. In it we will decide 
whether St. Louis will start now—right now 
—to assert her historic position as a great 
city or let other cities forge ahead. Approval 
will signal the beginning of a courageous 
program that will enrich the health, culture 
and trade of our city. 

Howard F. Baer: Most of the community 
has been terribly concerned about what is 
happening to the downtown section. If the 
exodus continues—if tax values continue to 
go down—if we decay—we will have an im- 
possible situation. Something has to be done 
to sparkplug the attack against decay. 

Aldermanic Board: President Charles §E. 
Albanese: The fact that this bond issue in- 
volves no increase in the tax rate and that 
it is set up on a self-liquidating basis, thus 
placing no financial burden upon the city, 
is especially worthy of emphasis. The plaza 
project is something St. Louis cannot afford 
to pass by.

How can any St. Louisan fail to go to the polls 
for the bond issue election and having gone to 
the polls do anything except place an X in the 
square opposite the word YES? 
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Change of Pace 
Harry Truman crossed up everybody in his 
appearance before the AFL. The general expec-

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Mr. Dulles on Disarmament 

In renewing his call for disarmament in his 
AFL speech here, Secretary Dulles was appeal- 
ing to a deep-seated emotion. Adlai Stevenson 
made the same appeal last week, and President 
Eisenhower last April, when he called upon 
the world to divert to constructive purposes 
some of the resources now devoted to arms. .. 

In the world of the hydrogen bomb the vision 
of disarmament is a stirring one that will always 
arouse a sympathetic response. Yet if we are 
to talk seriously and honestly of disarmament 
we ought to be very sure that we are ready 
for more than mere talk. 

Is the United States Senate, for example, 
ready to ratify a disarmament treaty which 
transfers the custody of our atomic bomb stock- 
pile to an international body, as proposed in 
the American plan for atomic control? If it 
is the West’s superiority in atomic weapons 
that balances the Soviet bloc’s resources in 
manpower and conventional weapons, is our 
Government ready to upset this balance by 
agreeing to atomic disarmament? 

As Secretary Dulles acknowledges, it is al- 
most impossible to conceive an agreement being 
reached on disarmament in the present state 
of tension and distrust. The condition of a 
disarmament treaty is a series of prior agree- 
ments on such other problems as Kored, Indo- 
china and Germany. Unless the West and the 
Soviet bloc jointly are ready for such settle- 
ments, they are not ready for disarmament. 

Mr. Dulles says disarmament talks could go 
on “concurrently” with negotiation on these 
other issues. But the world is weary of talk 
without meaning. For the sake of honesty 
and frankness, our rule should be not to talk 
about disarmament unless we mean it. 

Do we mean it? We cannot until the world 
is in a far more settled state than it is. If 
and when Mr. Dulles has achieved settlements 
on the major issues dividing the world, that 
will be soon enough to talk disarmament.

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A Proper Aspiration 

The Philippines’ sudden request for a seat on 
the U.N. Security Council caught the United 
States delegation by surprise, and therefore is 
supposed to constitute an embarrassment. 

American delegates already were committed 
to backing Turkey for the post to be vacated by 
Greece on Jan. 1. They are now confronted 
with a choice between two fast friends as against 
whatever nation the Soviet bloc may support. 

In this situation our delegation has'no choice 
but to keep its pledge to Turkey. At the same 
time there is no need to enlarge the issue into 
a test of powér which it is not. 

The Filipinos should not and probably do not 
expect us to break the commitment with Turkey. 
Quite possibly their request to the U.N. is con- 
nected with their internal politics. The island 
Republic elects a President in November and 
both sides seem anxious to disprove charges of 
serving American interests. 

In any case our U.N, delegates should not be 
embarrassed simply because they were not con- 
sulted. Americans can only view the Filipino 
request for a Council seat as a healthy sign of 
independence. That is what we gave the Philip- 
pines and must expect them to demonstrate. 

Moreover, the Philippines have a perfect right 
to seek a Security Council post. On Jan. 1, as 
Prime Minister Nehru of India pointedly stated, 
populous Asia will have only two seats there. 
Chiang Kai-shek has one, and most of Asia will 
not accept him as adequate representation. Lit- 
tle Lebanon has the other, and Lebanon, like 
Turkey, is a long way from the Far East. 

Hence the Asia-Africa bloc has a good claim 
to better representation in the Orient. And if 
the United States cannot abandon Turkey, it 
would seem foolish to make an outright fight 
against the Philippines. 

In this situation the United States delegates 
can cast one vote for Turkey, let other nations 
make up their own minds, and refuse to view 
the outcome as a national victory or defeat. 

The U.N. vote will pit most of Asia and Africa 
against the Soviet bloc and there is nothing em- 
barrassing to us in that. Finally, the Security 
Council vacancy is unlikely to go to a Communist 
state in any event. Whether it goes to the Philip- 
pines or Turkey, the post will remain in friendly 
hands, and what is embarrassing about that? 
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Sockdolager of a Speech

This fact has not yet penetrated the skulls 
of some of the Republican committee chair- 
men of the House who are in those positions 
not because they represent real Republican 
thinking of today but because their districts 
are so overwhelmingly Republican that the 
seniority rule has automatically promoted 
them into their chairmanships. 


Mrs. Meyer sees the situation fully enough, 
however, not to place all the responsibility on 
the antediluvians in Congress. President Eisen- 
hower has his role to play, and it is, in Mrs. 
Meyer's eyes, to put “his constantly repeated 
support of what he calls ‘social gains’ together 
in a coherent unity.” The alternative to such a 
course by the President, this alert woman points 
out, is continuance of “the present destructive 
trend toward obstinate irrational dogmatism in 
political thinking.” 

That ought to give the White House’s new 
speech writer something to sink his teeth into.

On the Trail of Beria 

Senator McCarthy's role in the strange affair 
of the phantom Beria should be regarded as 
that of a prudent investor. 

Vice President Nixon’s comment on the rumor 
that Beria has escaped from Russia and is offer- 
ing “secrets” in exchange for asylum makes 
it clear that in this case, as in so many others, 
McCarthy is a Johnny-come-lately. Mr. Nixon 
declares that he heard the Beria story 30 days 
ago, and that it is being investigated by the 
“proper” agencies—meaning the agencies of the 
Executive branch. 

McCarthy has already demonstrated the ex- 
cellence of his espionage connections within 
the executive branch. These evidently tipped 
him off to the Beria rumor, and he jumped 
in with his own investigation. After letting an 
anonymous spokesman break the first story, 
the Senator cautiously identified himself with 
it: “I am not claiming it is, but it might well 
be that the mystery man is Beria.” 

Here we have one of those splendid Mc- 
Carthy quotes which can be twisted later, if 
the circumstances are propitious, into a tri- 
umphant claim that McCarthy “found” Beria, 
or even that Beria “surrendered” to McCar- 
thy. If the circumstances are not propitious, 
on the other hand—if the Beria story turns out 
as preposterous: a hoax as it seems to be — 
then McCarthy’s connection with it can be 
quietly forgotten. ' 

It is a shining sample of the McCarthy meth- 
od. On the chance that there might be some- 
thing to the Beria story, he makes a small in- 
vestment in it—not enough to hurt him if 
the story blows up, but enough to help him 
if it happens to become big stuff. Nothing, by 
which we mean to say nothing, is too fantastic 
for McCarthy to seize upon if it offers any 
hope at all of keeping him in the headlines.

This has been brought down on him 
by a handful of his own advisers. So 
badly have they briefed him that, were 
they military aides, they probably would 
be court-martialed. 

For they have, among other things, 
failed to impress on him the fact that 
American labor leaders are such a force 
in this nation that 
they must be dealt 
with personally 
and regularly by 
the President just 
as he deals with the 
military high com- 
mand and the State 
Department. 

He can be tough 
and reject their de- 
mands. Or he can 
give them’ what 
they want. But it

Eleaioownr 
ly as he would a battle map. 

Franklin Roosevelt and Harry Tru- 
man knew this, and I will never forget 
the morning of Oct. 25, 1944, when I 
walked into F.D.R.’s office with two 
prominent AFL leaders. 

The late President folded the map 
on which he had been tracing the Unit- 
ed States forces in battle with the Japs 
in the Coral Sea. And for an hour 
and a half he discussed vital problems 
with the labor men. 

There was recognition of labor's pow- 
er. There was recognition that it must 
be dealt with personally, even at the 
climax of a great war. 

And that’s what many high Republi- 
can leaders, especially those who know 
the intricacies of contemporary labor 
power politics, have been trying to im- 
part to President Eisenhower. | 

Coddle it or control it, befriend it or 
fight it. But labor must be dealt with 
directly by the President without as- 
signing it to subordinates unless there 
is a clear and definite policy. 

But the G.O.P. heads failed to get 
through the White House guard which 
has been isolating the President. They 
wanted to warn Mr. Eisenhower that 
there ‘would be a blow-up because the 
White House had not developed a labor 
policy, but was playing an unrealistic 
game with union leaders—who are the 
toughest, most sophisticated bargainers 
in the world. 

The White House “palace guard” pol- 
icy was so naive, it was absurd. It was 
aimed at getting labor votes in the 1954 
congressional election by wooing the 
most loyal Democrats inside labor in- 
stead of building up a machine of pow- 
erful Republican 4abor leaders. 

This sugary approach to Democratic 


labor men, who were even then prepar- 


ing to smash the Republican party’s 


hold on Congress, was developed by the 
men around Assistant President Sher- 
man Adams. 

It all began a few days after the votes 
were counted —revealing the greatest 
personal victory ever rolled up by a 
presidential candidate. The Adams 
strategists told a still-confused Presi- 
dent-elect that he could call in AFL 
President George Meany as a gesture 
of good will. 

This invitation sounded silly to many 
observers, because only a few weeks 
earlier the AFL council had refused 
even to have breakfast with the G.O.P. 
presidential candidate on the morning 
before Mr. Eisenhower was to address 
the AFL convention. 


Ike wanted that ham-and-eggs gab- 
fest so he could ask the AFLers just 
what they wanted. They let him go on 
their platform without making a deal 
with him. 

In all fairness it should be reported 
that the AFL leaders did this because 
they knew they were going to support 
Adlai Stevenson, officially, and _ it 
would not have been right to make a 
deal with Ike and then have the conven- 
tion itself oppose him. 


So when Mr. Meany was called he 
knew exactly what was happening, al- 
though Ike had not been around long 
enough to get the nuances. 

Mr. Eisenhower in his fraternal, hon- 
est manner then asked Mr. Meany to 
confer with Senator Robert Taft and 
work out the differences between the 
G.O.P. and the AFL. 


Then the Adams crowd got Ike to ap- 
point a New Dealer as Secretary of La- 
bor, still thinking they were wooing the 
Democratic labor chiefs away from the 
Stevenson-Truman labor combine. 


They didn’t. All they succeeded in 
doing was alienating the Republican 
AFL leaders who had tried, behind the 
scenes, to stop the AFL indorsement of 
Mr. Stevenson. 

This meant that the Republicans were 
also losing their own labor people with- 
out influencing the Democratic labor 
chiefs like George Meany one bit. 

Furthermore, the Adams crowd was 
simply catapulting the Administration 
into a fight with the unions by permit- 
ting the Labor Department to be a 
Democratic oasis in a Republican Ad- 
ministration. 


Former Secretary Martin P. Durkin 
didn’t touch the department, of course— 
and that division is still run by men 
sent in or hired directly by Harry Hop- 
kins and Madame Francis Perkins. 


They and Mr. Durkin were pulling the 
Government in one direction on the la- 
bor front—and other Cabinet members 
were trying to get it rolling the other 
way. 

The explosion came because both 
sides were talking and making definite 
pledges for Ike.

Gov. Dewey and Senator Ferguson 
bemeaned themselves by their dema- 
gogic attacks on Gov. Stevenson's home- 
coming address in Chicago. It is one 
thing to disagree and to offer substan- 
tive criticism. It is an entirely differ- 
ent thing to resort to smear attacks. 


If Democrats ought to stop fighting 
last year’s campaign, certainly Repub- 
licans ought to stop, too. Unfortunately, 
the comments of these two Republican 
leaders sounded like the records they 
played all last year in their intemper- 
ate crusade against Dean Acheson. 


It is absurd to say, as Messrs. Dewey 


and Ferguson said, that Gov. Adlai 
Stevenson showed “softness toward 
Communism.” It is even more ridicu- 
lous to say, as Senator Ferguson did, 
that Mr. Stevenson's proposals repre- 
sent “appeasement.” 

Gov. Stevenson was generous in his 
references to the Administration, and 
he sought earnestly—whether mistaken- 
ly or not is beside the point—to raise 
some fundamental questions about 
America’s relations with the Commu- 
nist powers that have to be resolved 
if peace is to be achieved. They can- 
not be resolved by name-calling and 
character assassination,

A Puzzling Prize-Winner 


SAVAGE PLAY, by Pau! Colin, translated from the 
French by Alfred van Ameyden van Duym. 
(E. P. Dutton & Co., 381 pgs., $3.95.) 

The fierce warlike games 13-year-old 
Francois Gane played with Claude, 
Denise and Jean-Jacques are the most 
precious memories of his childhood. 
When he meets his friends after an 
interval of 10 years, he still feels a 
loving responsibility for their welfare. 
And none of them has fared well. 


Jean-Jacques is past helping: crazed 
from the years of violence he spent in 
the Maquis, he commits murder and is 
hunted down and killed by the villagers 
he led during the 
German occupa- 
tion. Claude, his 
sister, who served 
by his side in the 
Maquis, hates the 
failure her brother 
has become so 
much that she can- 
not love anything. 
Denise is the pride 
and joy of her solid 
middle - class fam- 
ily; beautiful, ac- 
complished and 
dutiful to a fault, 
but nevertheless 
unnappy. 

Francois is determined to do what he 
can to help Claude and Denise—to lib- 
erate them through love, in the author’s 
language. He elopes with Denise, mar- 
ries her and brings her to his family 
estate, where he embarks on the life of 
a country squire. 


But Claude is living with her weak, 
aging mother at their neighboring 
castle. Francois cannot rest until he 
subdues her wild free spirit by force. 
He does do this at last, in one of the 
most revolting episodes ever put on 
paper. 

He then has both his childhood 
playmates right where he wants them. 
In fact, they are all living under his 
roof as the novel ends. By which time 
the reader is too exhausted to care 
whether he goes on living with both 
women, or which one he will find ex- 
pendable. 


M. Colin has a fine feeling for the 
swamps and forests of the Loire valley, 
where most of his novel takes place, 
and for the animals that inhabit them. 
His knowledge of human beings is 
somewhat less accurate. Although he 
is concerned with violent twisted 
human conduct, he chooses to reveal 
nothing about the source of the conduct 
most of the time. 


There is hardly a credible human be- 
ing or episode in the book. Yet 
“Savage Play” won the Prix Goncourt, 
most coveted of French literary awards. 
This reviewer can only conclude that 
some beauty of style or characteriza- 
tion evaporated when the translation 
was made.

DUKE OF ALBA DIES 
HELD MANY TITLES 


Monarchist Leader Support- 
ed Franco in the Spanish 
Civil War. 


LAUSANNE, Switzerland. 
Sept. 25 (‘AP)—The Duke of 
Alba, Spanish monarchist and 
most titled man in Furone out- 
side a reigning family, died at 
Cecil clinic vesterday. He was 
74 vears old.

He served the late King Al- 
fonso of Spain as Foreign Min- 


ister in the final years of the, 


King’s reign. When the Svanish 
civil war broke out in 1936 he 
went to London and became an 
outstanding champion of the Na- 
tionalist cause as an unofficial 
ambassador. He became the 
Spanish Ambasador when the 
British Government finally rec- 
ognized the Franco Government. 

His post was difficult during 
the second World War because 
of Spain’s sympathy with the 
German and Italian cause, and 
he resigned in 1945 when Don 
Juan, pretender to the Spanish 
throne, urged all monarchists to 
cease support of the Franco Gov- 
ernment. 

He was the son of the six- 
teenth Duke of Alba. He was 
seven times a duke, 14 times a 
marauis, 20 times a count and 
24 times a knizht. His ances- 
tor, Alvarez de Toledo. con- 
quered Portugal! in the sixteenth 
century and put down revolt 
in the Low Countries. Other 
ancestors were the First Duke of 
Berwick. son of James Stuart 
who became James II of Eng- 
land, and Arabella Churchill, 
sister of the Duke of Mar‘bor- 
ough. 

The owner of vast estates, 
castles and are collections in 
almost every part of Spain, the 
Duke was reported to have set 
aside $370,000 for the wedding 
in 1947 of his daughter, the 
Duchess of Montoro, and Luis 
Martinez Irujo y Artazca, fourth 
son of the Duke of Sotomayor. 
At the wedding the bride was 
said to have worn jewels worth 
$1,000,000.

BOGOTA, Sept. 25 (AP) — 
President Gustavo Rojas Pinil- 
Ja’s government suspended the 
Conservative newspaper El Siglo 
today from publishing for a 
month. The action was taken, 
‘the announcement said, because 


the paper printed material not 
passed by government censors. 

El Siglo is owned by the fam- 
fly of former President Lau- 
reane Gomez, deposed last June 
-13 in a bloodless Army coup led 
by Rojas Pinilla. 

The suspension came after the 
newspaper printed a statement 
by the Conservative party’s 
young people’s organization de- 

loring the coup as “a regretta- 

le precedent for the republican 
life of Colombia.” The govern- 


ment censorship office said the 
statement contained “subver-| 
sive” passages. 

The Rojas Pinilla government ' 
last month lifted censorship of | 
all news going out of Colombia 
but said local press censorship 
would have to continue to pro- 
mote harmony in the country.

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The New Films Quick Trip to Britain to Study Music

Realism, Humor and Excitement 
66 § TALAG 17”, that raw and lustily realistic stage ex- 


cursion into comedy-melodrama, has been transferred 

into highly exciting and diverting screen material 

by Director-Producer-Writer Billy Wilder. The film, at the 
FOX THEATER, has not only retained the

4 rough vitality and galvanic force of the 
ZS play, but has been even improved upon 


wherever possible by the cinematic tech- 
nique, so that it has emerged as one of 
SG the best movies of the year. 

4 Of course, some of the outhouse humor 
of the play by Donald Bevan and Edmund Trzcinski has been 
eliminated, but the spirit of bawdy jocosity, saltiness and 
gusto has been amazingly well retained. Within the confines 
of a squalid German prisoner-of-war compound, in which 
some 630 American sergeants are held, a completely realistic 
slice of life is presented. The characterizations, with a cast 
led by William Holden and containing some of the original 
stage players, manage to be vivid and colorful without fall- 
ing into some of the traditional pigeonholes of war film 
characters, and yet are superbly natural. 

There is the same broad horseplay that covers wry bit- 
terness, which is often expressed in bickering or in occa- 
sional brutality. The melodramatic tricks are top-notch. Be- 
tween the laughs is packed some tingling explosive action, 
culminating in the poetic revenge inflicted on the German 
spy planted in the barracks where the drama centers. Wilder 
has broadened the frame somewhat to include a few scenes 
involving a sardonic German camp commander, played with 
fine style by Otto Preminger, and a couple of hilarious 
incidents involving Russian women prisoners in a mixed 
compound. So adroit is Wilder’s direction that he is able 
to take an incident in which a moronic low-comedy character 
mistakes his buddy for Betty Grable while in a drunken 
haze, and turn it from the edge of bad taste to a nice 
pathetic twist. 

Holden’s playing of the embittered misanthrope and 
barracks promoter, Sefton, is marvelously tough, cynical and 
real. To my mind, it is one of the better performances of 
the year. Among others contributing to the gallery of char- 
acters are Robert Strauss and Harvey Lembeck as a low- 
comedy duo, Don Taylor, Richard Erdman, Neville Brand, 
and Sig Ruman, as the cunningly jocular German guard. 


Once There Was a Princess 


FIRST-CLASS romantic comedy is getting to be a rare 
Av on the screen these days, but “ROMAN HOLIDAY” 

at the AMBASSADOR generously compensates for the 
dearth. It is a gay and tender modern fable concocted by 
Director William Wyler with extraordinary 


deftness about a princess who plays truant 
from her official duties for a wonderful 
24 hours in Rome. This in the company of 


a shrewd American newspaper man, who 
plans to exploit her escapade, but instead 
falls in love with her and relents. 


This gossamer vignette could have been shallow and 
artificial. But with Wyler’s dexterous touch, a spell of 
romantic adventure is spun in an unbroken line, as the news- 
paper man squires’*the anonymous princess through the 
ancient Roman ruins and the zestful fun of life in the streets 
and by-ways of the capital. There is combined an affection- 
ate and effervescent treatment of the young pair with some 
hilarious escapades. And there also are some moments of 
slyly sophisticated humor, as, for instance, when a de- 
tachment of plainclothesmen from the princess’s country 
arrive to search for her garbed in such inconspicuous dark 
clothes that their dress stands out like a uniform. 


As the newspaper man, Gregory Peck is his usual 


: forceful, facile self, and Eddie Albert is amusing as a

bearded photographer scapegoat for the correspondent. But 
it is the performance of Audrey Hepburn as the princess 
which makes possible the airy enchantment of the film. 
Miss Hepburn, who has risen rapidly to stardom from bit 
parts (she was last seen here in a tiny role in “The Lavender 
Hill Mob”), has a delicate and somewhat elfin charm, and 
a sensitivity and beauty of countenance, which are complete- 
ly captured by the camera. She is an actress of infinite 
shading, who catches and holds the mood of the comedy with 
exquisite perception.“She is able to turn the final moments 
when the princess says goodby to the newspaper man with 
her eyes at a stiff and formal reception for the press into 
one of graceful pathos. She emerges as one of our brighter 
stars.

ATHERINE BENDER had to 

hurry back from London so 

she wouldn't be late for choir 
practice. After all, she figured, 
it was little enough to do since 
the choir had sent her to Eng- 
land in the first place. 

Miss Bender, who lives at 
396A North Euclid avenue, holds 
a variety of jobs in the St. 
Louis musical world, such as 
giving singing and piano lessons, 
serving as accompanist for the 
Bach Society and secretary to 
Director William Heyne, and be- 
ing in charge of the Bach So- 
ciety office. And on occasion, 
when no piano accompaniment 
is needed, she also sings with 
the chorus. 

Along about last January, 
someone in the Bach Society 
learned that Miss Bender want- 
ed to go to England to study 
music and hear some of the 
great British choirs. So a quiet 
campaign was begun and at the 
choir’s final rehearsal before a 
public performance in March, 
a check for $800 was presented 
to her. She left July 4 on a 
student ship from Quebec, took 
private lessons in London from 
Miss Isobel Baillie and returned 
on another student ship just 
last week. Forty-eight hours 
later she was back at the piano 
and the chorus was rehearsing 
for its fourteenth season, with 
concerts scheduled Dec. 5 and 6 
with the St. Louis Symphony 
Orchestra.

“They love music over there. 
Every night there are concerts 
in Albert Hall and they’re al- 
ways crowded. People were 
starved for music during the 
war. It’s one of their great na- 
tional loves. 

“London itself supports five 
major symphony orchestras, and 
every little English town has 
its own chorus. But they love 
other forms of art, too. They’re 
surrounded with it. You'll see 
a Rubens masterpiece or some 


other great painting in a cathe- 
dral. The Danish Royal Ballet 
was scheduled and the ticket- 
seller just laughed, at me when 
I wanted to buy a ticket. They 
had been sold out for weeks.” 

Of life in England, she said:

I know of one man 
who was living on the equivalent 
of $18 a week and men were 
supporting families on a little 
more than that. 

“They make wry jokes about 
England being the forty-ninth 
state.

Miss Bender also brought back 
a trace of a British accent and 
a new enthusiasm for England, 
even sharing its love for the na- 
tional sport, cricket.

How It Started 
By Jean Newton 


To “GET AWAY WITH SOME- 
THING”’—an Americanism. 


O “get away with something” 
T has considerable scope in 

present day American slang, 
the most popular being the idea 
of “putting something over,” of 
hoodwinking someone, of break- 
ing the rules without paying the 
penalty. This is, of course, an 
extension, an outgrowth of “get- 
ting away with” in the sense of 
“making away with,” of prevail- 
ing in some way, which is how 
these words had their start in 
American slang. 


The saying is traced back to 
the last quarter of the nine- 
teenth century, when it first ap- 
peared in print. Such usage, 
for example, as in the following 
from the Boston Journal, date- 
line 1886, “They got away with 
the pennant three successive 
seasons,” shows how close is the 
idea of succeeding in something, 
of prevailing, to the present-day 
implication of contrivance, or of 
circumvention, in “‘getting away 
with something.” 

The phrase seems to be part 
of our heritage of colorful Amer- 
ican frontier talk, its first ap- 
pearance in black and white oc- 
curring in J. H. Beadle’s “West- 
ern Wilds and the Men Who Re- 
deem Them,” published in 1878.

NEW YORK 

RESIDENT Eisenhower 

spoke truly when he said 

there was no sacrifice 
which was too hard for us to 
bear in the defense of our 
freedom. That aspiration 
toward freedom, sweeping 
over the world, has ‘brought 
into being many new nations 
in the course of the last few 
years and many more in the 
Asiatic and Affican areas are 
fighting for their freedom. 

But sometimes the people 
of these fighting nations are 
conscious of the fact that for 
them this thing called ab- 
stract freedom has little mean- 
ing unless it carries with it 
one freedom they have never 
known—the freedom to eat. 
This is a fact we must never 
forget because it explains the 
difficulty we sometimes have 
in talking understandably with 
some of our neighbors in these 
areas of the world. 
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THEY HAVE NEVER 
KNOWN freedom of speech, 
or assembly, or expression, 
and they care very little about 
it. Freedom of religion has 
existed for them, but for the 
most part they have been 
largely of one religion, de- 
pending on the area in which 
they live. 

But the economic conditions 
of all their countries have 
often been so poor that for 
generations some of them 
never have had enough to 
eat, and so that freedom is 
for them one of the most im- 
portant freedoms. 


IT SEEMS WEARISOME to 
be faced again with the same 
Soviet proposal for the reduc- 
tion across the board by one- 
third of all armaments and 
armed forces and the abolish- 
ing of the use of all atomic 
bombs. Of course, the Rus- 
sians would like to have the 
bombs abolished: Why not? 
That is where we and the Brit- 
ish are strong and they are 
weak. 


The Russians may have the 
same knowledge, but they cer- 
tainly havé not developed it 
to the same extent nor have 
they the same capacity of 
production, so this is an area 
in which the West is strong. 
If it is banned, then Russia 
gains in power. Their strength 
is in men. If they reduce all 
armaments by one-third and 
everyone else does the same, 
they will still far outnumber 
the whole European army. 


It will not be as serious as 
if there were no European 
army and they could attack 
one nation at a time. But it 
will be quite serious enough 
and I suppose they hope that 
we will take their proposals 
at face value and not think 
through why this proposal is 
made by them and where the. 
advantage would.lie if this 
proposal were accepted. Per- 
haps they would at the mo- 
ment accept some kind of in- 
spection because it means a 
great deal to them to get this 
kind of disarmament  ac- 
cepted.

SAN FRANCISCO. 

HE other night I went to see how the Army came 

out since it joined Columbia Pictures. It came out in 

spots a good deal like the Rover Boys. The movie is 
called “From Here to Eternity.” It was made from the 
book which is about the peacetime Army in Hawaii. The 
general theme of the book being that things are tough all 
over. Only more so in the Army. 

Columbia carried this through very well and reason- 
ably. And then tagged it off unbelievably with the idea 
that the Army is filled with kindly old generals. And that 
bad captains get their buttons cut off. And unpleasant 
sergeants are reduced to dishwashers, second class.

eedles to Elephants by Air 


Volume of Freight Shipped by Plane Throughout World Is Growing Fast; Many Odd Items 


A MOBILE CARGO CANOE, WHICH CAN CARRY 10,000 POUNDS OF FREIGHT, IS MOVED INTO POSI- 


TION FOR CLAMPING ONTO THE FUSELAGE OF AN AIRLINER.

NEW YORK, Sept. 25. 

NLY a few years ago, trans- 

portation of cargo by. air was 

considered in the airlines 
family as little more than a poor 
relation of the passenger traffic 
business. Today, experts say, 
this once-poor relative may hold 
the economic destiny of commer- 
cial aviation. 


Since the end of -World War 
II, world air cargo has increased 
more than fivefold, or almost 
twice as much as the gain in 
total airline passenger volume. 
Capt. Eddie Rickenbacker, presi- 
dent of Eastern Air Lines, pre- 
dicts that within the next 10 
years sky freighters will be earn- 
ing as much in cargo revenues 
as the airlines now earn from 
passenger traffic. 

Although transportation of 
cargo by air is still in its in- 
fancy, cargo planes today carry, 
literally, everything from a 
needle to an elephant. Only re- 
cently a Seaboard & Western 
Airlines flying freighter landed 
at New York International Air- 
port with several hundred thou- 
sand German-made knitting 
needles. And the same line has 
flown so many elephants from 
far-away places to New York 
that it has long since lost count 
of its pachyderm passengers. 

Not long ago, Seaboard, Amerl- 
ca’s only international all-freight 
air carrier, transported a 13,000- 
pound zoo from Bangkok, Thai- 
land, to New York. The passen- 
ger list on the 12,000-mile trip 
included six baby elephants, 
weighing about 1500 pounds 
apiece, one 23-foot python, 116 
Java monkeys, two adult leop- 
ards, two leopard cubs, four gib- 
bons and two golden cats. 

The Seaboard people report 
that the python set a model for 
the other passengers. It ate 
seven chickens before leaving 
Bangkok and snoozed quietly 
most of the way to New York.

NIMAL dealers and zoo offi- 
A ciais prefer air to ocean 

travel for their animal im- 
ports, because many of the ani- 
mals are extremely subject to sea 
sickness and sensitive to changes 
in temperature. The speed of 
air delivery, plus careful nurs- 
ing by handlers en route, in- 
sures that the animals arrive 
at their destination in the hale 
and hearty condition in which 
they left their native habitat. 
Since many of the animals are 
rare specimens, costly losses are 
thereby avoided. 

The same plane that brought 
the zoo load of animals from 
Bangkok, later flew out of New 
York carrying a five-ton rudder 
stock for the Standard Vacuum 
Oil Co. tanker Calcutta, laid up 
for repairs in Singapore. Speedy 
delivery of the needed rudder 
stock for the tanker saved the 
company more than $112,000. 
Tankers out of commission in 
a foreign port cost operators 
from $2500 to $4500 a day rev- 
enue loss, depending upon the 
size of the ship. And since 
surface transportation to Singa- 
pore would have required sev- 
eral weeks, the company saved 
an important sum by shipping 
the rudder stock by air freight. 

Only a few weeks ago, Sea- 
board flew what is considered 
the largest airlift of a single 
piece of commercial freight 
across the Atlantic. At New 
York’s International Airport a 
cargo crew worked for eight 
hours jockeying an eight-ton sec- 
tion of an oil tanker’s stern 
aboard a waiting plane. Just 24 
hours later the massive stern 
section was unloaded in Milan, 
Italy, and on its way to a ship- 
yard in Genoa where the So- 
cony-Vacuum Co.’s S.S. Sovac 
Radiant was laid up for repairs. 

From International ' Airport, 
Seaboard sky freighters fly to 
68 airports in 41 countries on 
all six continents. Day-to-day 
cargo is a prosaic assortment of

electrical equipment, aircraft 
parts and accessories, furs and 
hides, iron, steel and other 
metal products, chemicals, phar- 

aceuticals and office supplies. 
Seaboard has carried German 
war brides, cobra skins for 
women's shoes, and once car- 
ried a whole planeload of watch 
parts from Geneva to New York; 
to avert a production-line shut- 
down threatened by lack of 
parts. 


Seaboard also boasts of being 
the favorite airline of the “fly- 
ingest” race horse in the world. 
Nathoo, the 1948 Irish Derby 
winner, owned by the Aga Khan, 
flew the Atlantic between Eng- 
land and New York three times 
in five weeks in the fall of 1948. 
In October, he was flown from 
London to New York to par- 
ticipate in the Gold Cup Inter- 
national Race at Belmont Park, 
returned to England soon after 
the race, and then, sold by the 
Aga Khan to a syndicate of 
American breeders, returned to 
New York on his third crossing. 
Seaboard crew members claim 
with one more crossing the horse 
could check out as.a co-pilot. 

Among the oddest items that 
turn up on Seaboard manifests 
are the regular shipments of 
sausage casings which a Turkish 
manufacturer sends from Teh- 
ran to New York. It costs more 
to send the casings air freight 
but the manufacturer finds it 
pays. Before he started shipping 
the casings by air, he sent them 
to a port of departure by camel 
caravan, but desert robbers way- 
laid too many camel trains and 
stole too many of his sausage 
casings. So the sausage casings 
man turned to air freight to stop 
his losses. 


American Airlines, which pro- 
vides freight service to more 
than 70 American cities, last 
year flew 46,956,000 ton miles of 
airfreight. Items regularly car- 
ried by air include wearing ap- 
parel, automotive parts, drugs, 
flowers, air conditioners, tele- 
vision sets and perishables. Ani- 
mals and birds are regular trav- 
elers by American airfreight, 
but one of the most unusual was 
that of a shipment of vampire 
bats, rounded up in Monterrey, 
Mexico, and shipped to New 
York for a sportsman’s show. 
Handled almost as carefully as 
the bats was a shipment of elec- 
tric eels from the Amazon river. 
Airfreight handlers had to wear 
rubber gloves to feed them.

MONG American Airlines 
A regular air freight shipments 

are pizza pies, made in New- 
ark, N.J., and shipped to cities 
in the Midwest. The pies are 
prepared and _ preserved un- 
cooked. By using airfreight, the 
firm opéned up new markets 
across the country and tripled 
its business. 

Trans-World Ajirlines cargo 
handlers, like those of other 
lines handling winged freight, 
are accustomed to seeing almost 
any object turn up on a cargo 
manifest, which may list as 
many as 1200 items. Handling 
tigers. or horses, furniture or 
bricks, flowers or _ fashions, 
tooth brushes or radio tubes, is 
all in a day’s work. TWA re- 
ports, incidentally, that Paris 
fashions rank high on the in- 
ternational cargo list. 

Among the live animals that 
TWA has transported was a 
Bengal tiger flown from India 
to St, Louis, destined for the

Leaky Window Frames.

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of small seams between this strip 
of wood, the window frame and 
the house siding.

ASTERN AIR LINES uses a 
FE. “speedpak,” an oversized mo- 

bile cargo canoe that fastens 
to the underbelly of the plane 
fuselage, to carry freight. When 
one of Eastern’s “Speedpak” 
equipped planes lands at an air- 
port, a ground attendant raises 
the unlatching levers on the 
sides of the unit and the big 
container holding up to 10,000 
pounds of cargo is gently low- 
ered to the ground in 60 sec- 
onds. . Then it is rolled quickly 
from the runway to the loading 
station on it’s own wheels, The 
waterproof cover is rolled back 
and there’s the air cargo, fully 


exposed for fast convenient 
handling. Meanwhile, another 
loaded “‘Speedpak” can *be at- 


tached to the same plane in a 
minute by means of a built-in 
electric hoist and the plane is 
ready to take off again as far 
as its cargo is concerned. 
During 1952, Eastern handled 
16,094,393 pounds of air freight 
for a 27 per cent gain over the 
preceding year. And cargo in the 


first six months of this year ran - 


about 20 per cent over that of 
the similar 1952 period. 
Should American 


turers build an efficient low- 


for all-cargo operations, Eastern 
has announced that it will ‘‘un- 
doubtedly be in the market for 
a fleet, which will cost from 
$50,000,000 to $70,000,000." 


Recently the Civil Aeronautics 
Administration conducted a 
study which indicates that air 
cargo will triple its present vol- 
ume by 1960. The CAA predicts 
that two-thirds of this will move 
in all-cargo planes. The study 
also indicates that domestic 
air freight and express business 
will grow from an _ estimated 
250,000,000-ton-miles in 1952 to 
400,000,000 by 1955 and 700,000,- 
000 by 1960. 


Of course most of this air- 
freight will consist of items no 
more romantic than the kitchen 
sink—one airline recently flew 
two tons of them—but there will 
always be unusual shipments 
cropping up as they have in the 
past. For instance there was the 
day that Pan American World 
Airways got a rush call for sev- 
eral hundred thousand angle- 
worms from a shipping agent in 
Panama. It seems that a ship 
carrying platypuses destined for 
a zoo had broken down off the 
isthmus and the platypuses had 
exhausted the supply of earth- 
worms sent along for .their diet. 


Pan American delivered the

to five clubs. 


West opened the king of 
spades, and East played the 
deuce. This, however, did not 
discourage West. He continued 
with the spade ace, knowing 
that South would probably ruff, 
but not caring. “Let South use 
up his trumps.” 


Declarer did ruff, of course, 
and he could not have liked 
his own prospects, but there 
was a chance—an exceedingly 
slim one—and he went out for 
it. There was no sense in going 
to dummy and finessing for the 
trump queen; even if that play 
succeeded, what would South 
do with his two losing dia- 
monds? No, the one chance de- 
pended on (aside from a lot of 
luck) keeping the diamond ace 
entry in dummy, so South had 
to lay down the two top trumps. 
The queen fell, and after East's 
last trump was drawn, South 
had the second break of drop- 
ping the outstanding hearts in 
three leads, so dummy’s fourth 
heart provided the fulfilling 
trick. 


In West's defense it must be 
adniitted that dummy’s heart 
suit did not look very menacing. 
However, there was danger in 
that direction, judging by the 
bidding; and since East had 
called for a shift by playing 
his lowest spade, West should 
have shifted to diamonds. South 
could not get a discard on 
dummy’s diamond suit, but he 
might, conceivably, in hearts, sO 
the thing to do was to tdke out 
that lone entry to dummy.
